of other of the Southern States, the present 
race of Republican leaders, the Srzeps, 
the Hantans, the Kn L va, the Hops 
an vo on, would either be foreed to wo- 
late their nature or go to the wall and grve 
place to a swarm of carpet-baggers and 
domestic charlatans, breathing death and 
destruction to rebels, preaching agrarian 
end centralizing doctrines, appealing to 


the blacks, and relying, in all things, upon 


the vicious elements of human nature as 


‘stirred up and inflamed on both sides of 


the dividing poljtical line, 

As matters stand there is no temptation 
to the corrupt, and therefore the field is 
occupied by a different class of men —old 
Whigs, who are terrified by the very sound 
of the name of Democrat, old Union men, 
who have grown used to the war harness 
and cant’t lay it off, discontented or neg- 
lected Democrats, who allow their private 
resentment or their disapproval of the 
management of their legitimate party to 
influence their action, and persons of inde. 


pendent and eccentric views, who are by 


nature predisposed to go against existing 
organization and power, and are more 
wrought upon dy the Democratic domina- 
tion at Frankfort than the Republican 
domination at Weshington. 

Of genuine Radicalism’ but Tittle will be 


seen or heard during the coming canvass. 
Gen. Haran will deliver some handsome 


and liberal speeches. He is an able and 
an eloquent man, and will go before the 
people in a mood for making converts. A 
party so large and strong as the Democ- 
racy must needs contain some elements of 
discord and lack a certam order and disci- 
plme which might and would be enforced 
in the face of greater danger, So ready 
and shrewd a man as HARLAN understands 
this very well, and will improve it to the 
tull) The people must not look to him as 
a fair exponent of the party whose stand- 
ard he will bear. That standard as it 1s 
elevated in Kentucky 1s fair enough to see. 
But it is a decoy. The buccaneers are 
Iymg low behind the gunwale; the ensign 
that floats aloft is a friendly flag; wait a 
bit until we come to close quarters, and, of 
a sudden, the deck will swarm with ugly 
tellows,and the black flag will be run up. 
There are at this moment, serving as Dem- 
ocrats, men who will elbow the Srrzps 
and the HARLAxs out of the way as soon 
as Radicalism in Kentucky becomes a 
paying investment. It that time should 
ever come the old Republican hne will be 
nowhere. The condottieri will rule the 
roost. Plunder will be the word. Up- 
right men, who don’t mean that sort of 
business, will have to stand aside; and 
thrifty free lancers who roared for the 
white flag, when it waved over triumphant 
ranks, will how! for the black flag the in. 
stant it marks a revolution of public opin- 
ion or the advent of arms. 

Meanwhile things wall be tolerably rosy. 
The Democratic nominees will have a sure 
thing of it, and fifty thousand majority 
will serve to keep them in a state of vig- 
orous and rhetorical good humor. The 
hope of making a hole in this wall will 
move the. Republicans to be civil and 
conciliatory. We are like to have quite 
a kid-glove, picnicking affair through the 
summer, with a bran-dance and cham-~ 
pagne at the close, and no bones broken 
and not much serious spilling of high 
hopes. 

Behind all this, there is someting very 
serious indeed. Elsewhere the revolution 
goes on. The Republicans can easily 
afford universal amnesty after they have 
secured themselves in power and built up 
around that-power a net-work of Con 
gressional intrenchments. When they have 
casemated the ballot-box they may safely 
unloose the bands of the disfranchised. 
What is there in unlversal amnesty with 
an Election Law and a Force Act to 
hedge round the liberties of all men re- 
gardless of antecedent? The disabling ot 
great masses of citizens in the South was 
a bagatelle by comparison with these two 
engines for compelling the acquiescence of 
the people at large. Gen. HARLAN’s amia- 
ble speeches, the genial outgivings of Ken- 
tucky Republicanism, are but pretty, 
evanescent clouds, the prismatic hues of 
the evolutionary rainbow,” the blossoms 
and decorations of the Magnolia ham, 
which will stand neither fire nor tempest. 
Kentucky Republicanism is like a sample 
of old Bourbon whisky in a distant mar- 
ket. The sample, as a sample and ina 
phial, may not be so bad; but God save 
us from any more of it. We have no 
faith in the brand and less in the barrel 
from which the supply is to be drawn. 

However, let us not discourage Gen. 
HaRLan and the brethren in the Taber- 
nacle. Outside of party politics there are 
measures of domestic interest to be 
considered. Discussion is needful to 
public intelligence and order; and let us 
remember that all of us, Democrats and 
Republicans alike, are Kentuckians. We 
have a common interest in developing our 
resources and bringing forward our 
strong points. It will be well for us if 
we secure some local good at the expense 
ot highly-wrought party passion, for on 
questions of national politics Kentucky is 
fixed, and can do no more than she has 
done and is doing. 


Paris for Two Months. 

The Parisians are a fast people. Not 
quite fwo months have passed since the city 
ot Paris revolted from the regular govern. 
ment, and since then a halt a dozen dic- 
tators have had in their turns almost 
absolute sway for a little while, and have 
then gone down again. The same popu- 
lar wave which lifted them into power and 
prominence swept them away again in its 
downward courge into oblivion. When 
the insurrection first broke out, men like 
Assy, FLouRENs and BLANQUI were at 
the head of the insurgents. They organ- 
ized the mobs that murdered Generals 
Tomas and LecompTe. But their sway 
lasted but a short While. Assy, although 
a furious radical, was not radical enough 
for his fanatical colleagues, and had to 
seek safety in flight, in order to escape 
death at the hands of the men he had led 
himself. FLOURENS was killed during the 
first days of the insurrection,and BLanqulI 
was captured by the Legitimists. 

After them came BERGERET, CLUSERET 
and other fellows of the same stripe, in 
short a new set of French soldiers of for- 
tune. The amount of theircarnage can be 
estimated by the fact that during their 


weeks more wounded were taken into the 
hospitals of Versailles than during all the 
months of the siege of Paris by the Ger- 
mans. Another tun of the wheel of for- 
tune, however, swamped their ephemeral | 
power, and they had to leave the halls of 
government for a prison cell. They who,

Onuserer was 
but an obscure light, a mere adventurer, 
whose antecedents were none of the best. 
Rosset was still less; he was nothing at 
all. He had not even inhabited Paris be- 
tore the war. The son of Scotch parents, 
he had lived at Bourges, in France. Dur- 
ing the war against the German invaders 
he had joined the army at Paris and been 
made a lieutenant, trom which position he 
was discharged ‘during the armistice. The 
Communist movement called him out 
again, and he entered the Parisian army 
with the rank of a general. The Parisians 
promote fast, They scatter titles. broad- 
cast among the “men of the people But 
their titles are like soap bubbles, Which, 
splendid and glittering: in the sun for a 
moment, buret into nothing the next, 
leaving back enly a drop. of dirty water. 
Rossi,, like CLUe nnr, improved the oc- 
casion of his being at the helm of govern- 
ment by slaying as many of his tellow- 
citizens as he could conveniently manage 
to send uselesely to the slaughter—pen, and 
then, when he felt the reins slip, 
resigned bis power into the hands 
of the Commune, with a naive request to 
be imprisoned in one of the cells of the 
Mazas. The Mazas is the political prison 
of Pans, in which persons are detained 
previous to their trial. How. well 
he knew the proclivities and in- 


clinations of his colleagues, They did not 
hesitate to comply at once with his ro- 


quest. In that fast community persons 
step from the seat of power only m order 
to appear before a court martial, and those 
that are the judges to-day will probably 
be the culprits to-morrow. So General 
Rossex stepped off, and went to Mazas, 
where his predecessor, General CLUSERET, 
was already detained, in order to be drawn 
before a court martial. 

The man that stepped into RossE.’s 
shoes was General Domnnowskl. He also 
is not even a Frenchman, as is shown 
already by his unpronounceable, jaw- 
breaking name. The only thing he was 
known for before the insurrection was the 
fact that he had been tried and convicted 
several times of forgery at the Criminal 
Courts of Paris. This DomBrow3#kx1 is one 
ot those Polish fugitive nob those 
Counts who are such nuisances at European 
watering- places, the pests of over-confident 
hotel keepers, and the heroes of dime 
novels and Ledger stories. In their native 
country they have usually been engaged 
in such bumble but honest protes- 
sions as peddlers, domestics and 
small tradesmen, but when they 
have been thrown by some treak 
of fortune out of their place or employ- 
ment they adopt the more romantic but 
less respectable employment of an exiled 
“nobleman,” a Polish refugee driven from 
his estates by the ruthless Russian ty- 
rant on account of his patriotism. They 
become the pets of all secret political so- 
cieties ot Europe, and live from what they 
can beg or obtam under some pretense or 
other from these benighted clubs. Such a 
bogus count is DomBRrowsx1, who has 
lor many years exercised this contempti- 
ble profession, which is about on a par 
with the operations of a common confi 
dence man. Fora long time it was well 
known that he gained his hving by selling 
forged letters of recommendation to Po 
lish adventurers, and he had to undergo 
repeated punishments for forgery. But 
the COmmune of Paris conceals these little 
peccadilloes with the vail of charity and 
has intrusted him with the supreme com- 
mand. In such hands are the destinies 
of the great French metropolis at present, 
unless, indeed, to-night's cable tells us 
that DomBrowsxki has in his turn entered 
the inevitable Mazas, which is not so im- 
probable, as he has now been in power 
tor more than a week, and a government 
that has reigned a week is very old in 
Paris.
